Council agrees 
to Agreement 

“It’s a historic day for the Town. 

We're going to transform the 400." 

With those words, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Doug White 
wrapped up debate on the Early 
Payment Agreement #3 with the 
Town’s Residential Developers, during 
the Special Meeting of Council on 
December 2. 

Through the Agreement, developers 
will “up-front” die capital costs of 
water and wastewater infrastructure, 
including Phase 3 of Innisfll's 
Lakeshore water treatment plant 
expansion, and 9 major roads 
projects - covering not only their 
own share of the costs, but "Benefit 
to Existing”residents, and Non- 
residential development charges. 

It’s a $199 million commitment. 

The Town, for its part, agrees to 
immediately release the 2,071 units 
of water allocation "borrowed” 
from Innisfil, to allow residential 
construction to continue in Bradford. 
The Town also agrees to eventually 
pay back about $65 million in Non- 
residential DCs and Innisfll's share of 
the water treatment plant expansion. 

The timing of the pay-back led 
Councillor James Leduc to propose 
an amendment. The original draft 
agreement called for the money 
advanced for Non-residential 
(Industrial/Commercial/InstitutionalJ 
growth to be paid back by 2023. 
Councillor Leduc suggested a 2 year 
extension, to 2025. 

Leduc noted, “It’s our job as 
Councillors to create opportunities 
for employment. I’d like to be ready 
to go with it - send a clear message 
to developers.” The extra 2 years, he 
said, would accommodate a period of

design and tendering for the projects, 
giving the Town more time to market 
die 400 employment lands.

Payment Agreement for signing, Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer 
spoke against, warning the Town will have to pay back the 
Non-residential share of the costs whether or not the Hwy. 
400 lands are successfully developed. 

"Is there enough business willing to relocate to Bradford 
West Gwillimbury to mitigate the risk?... We’ve all heard 
of businesses that have closed in Southern Ontario,” he 
said, driven away by rising electricity costs. “So have we 
really done a business analysis to see if this is the best 
opportunity? Is there a better way to do things, is there a 
more economical way to do things?” 

Keffer suggested providing servicing to the 400 only 
as companies are ready to develop, and delaying the 
extension of sewer servicing to Bond Head. “Unfortunately, 
the sewers to Bond Head are a great expense, and I can’t 
see the benefit of moving the sewers to Bond Head." 

The Deputy Mayor urged the Town to focus on “the 
development of Bradford," and a future 400-404 Bypass. “I 
want to have the finances ready... to tap into that economic 
opportunity.” He concluded, “I just feel there is too much 
risk for the taxpayer - the time frame to pay, the indexing, 
the uncertainty.” 

But Councillor Crake pointed that the 400-404 has “been 
in the air for 50 years. We’ve been told it’s not going to be 
there until 2035 at the earliest.” If the Town fails to develop 
the Highway 400 lands, “who’s going to pay? The residential 
taxpayer. Let’s not let this slip through our fingers.” 

Projections from Economic Development, Planning and 
Finance have suggested that there could be 6.8 million 
sq. ft. of new employment space built on the 400 lands, 
generating taxes of over $6 million per year, on build-out. 

Councillor Lamb questioned the numbers. “I don’t think 
they add up. If we don’t meet those totals, we’re on the 
hook for a lot of money - a lot, a lot of money. As a taxpayer, 
I don’t want that risk... If building dries up, how are we 
going to pay that?” 

"As Council, Number 1 is taking care of taxation. 
Employment is taxation,” responded Leduc. “This is a risk 
that is not huge. We can meet these sq. ft. requirements. It's 
a major highway - prime real estate. We can mitigate the 
risk... There are others telling us they want to get out there 
and get going.” 

“If there’s one adage in business that everyone agrees 
with... it’s “location, location, location’)’ said Mayor White. 
“For years, Councillors have talked about our biggest asset, 
the 400 series Hwy. What you see are jobs - jobs in a major 
way.” White called the Early Payment Agreement "nothing 
short of a coup” - to have the developers covering the up¬ 
front costs of 9 construction projects, including the Town’s 
share of the cost of a new interchange, and the provision of 
servicing to the 400, in an "incredibly creative” way. 

"If we don’t have this mechanism to service land on the 
400, we will never have jobs on the 400," he said. "It beats 
borrowing $94 million now.” 

In a recorded vote, Council voted 6 to 2 in support of 
moving forward with the Early Payment Agreement with 
residential developers. Councillor Gary Lamb and Deputy 
Mayor Rob Keffer were opposed; Councillor Raj Sandhu 
was absent. The Agreement, once finalized, will come back 
to Council for final approval and ratification.

Considering BWG’s future plans 


We think the Early Payment 
Agreement with the Residential 
Developers is a good thing. 

It could open the door to valuable 
development along the 400 corridor, 
providing a boost to non-residential 
taxation, economic development and 
job creation. 

Serviced land along the 400, 
just north of the Holland Marsh, 
would be a prime location for any 
agriculturally-oriented business 
looking for a high-profile head 
office location, and for the proposed 
Simcoe County Food Hub - an 
alternative to die Food Terminal in 
Toronto, that is currendy the subject 
of a feasibility study. 

But it will require two things. Firsdy, 
the Town will need to aggressively 
market the 400 lands, and pursue 
options like the Food Hub. 

Secondly, the Town will need to 
ensure there are no more Dissette Sts. 
Staff will have to keep a close eye on 
projects, to minimize expropriation 
needs, and to keep a tight rein on 
costs - possibly taking a second look 
at some of the engineering estimates, 
for roads like the Southeast and 
Southwest Arterials, that have the 
potential to balloon out of control. 

And one more thing: the Town 
needs to be talking to the province, 
not only to identify any Infrastructure 
grants that could be available to 
help develop Employment lands 
and generate jobs, but to protest the 
proposed increase in the electricity 
rates. That's something that has the 
potential to derail not only Ontario’s 
economic recovery, but future 
economic development. 


Sorry, folks. We’ve looked at the 
plan for downtown Holland St., we’ve 
heard the arguments about traffic 
flow, and the benefits of a traffic circle 
at John St. and Barrie - and we just 
don’t buy it. 

Call us short-sighted if you wish, 
but we still think that installing a 
traffic circle will simply push more 
traffic onto sidestreets, as motorists 
try to avoid a bottleneck. We’ll accept 
that roundabouts can be good for 
traffic flow, but everything we’ve 
read suggests that they are bad for 
pedestrians - and surely pedestrian 
traffic is something that any 
downtown plan wants to generate. 

We think the sidewalks on Holland 
St. are wide enough; they are just in 
terrible, if not dangerous condition. 

If Holland St. reconstruction waits 
until the Southeast Arterial Road is 
built, does that mean another 5 years 
of stumbling over cracked pavement - 
and potential lawsuits? 

And we don’t think that the impact 
of reducing 4 lanes of traffic to 2 can 
be wholly offset by a handful of left 
turn lanes. It's not true that Holland 
St. “functions as a 2 lane street” for 
99% of the time; that suggests that 
there is on-street parking for the full 
length of the road. In fact, there is 
onstreet parking only from Nelson 
to Church St.: it is only a few blocks 
of Holland St. that are functionally 
2-lane, when parking is permitted. 

Frankly, we just don't want to see 
a situation where it costs millions 
to install “improvements” - and 
millions more to rip them out, if the 
“solutions” don’t work.

The array of medals and awards 
decorating the chest of Lieutenant 
Colonel (Ret.) Susan Beharriell was 
almost as impressive as the person 
proudly wearing them. 

Lt.-Col. Beharriell was the guest 
speaker at the annual Remembrance 
Day meeting of the Tecumseth and 
West Gwillimbury Historical Society, 
November 18, where she amazed her 
audience with a review of her career, 
as the first woman accepted as 
Intelligence Officer 
in the Canadian 
Aerospace Defence 
Programme. 

It was a difficult 
path. In the early 
1970s, despite her 
training, abilities 
and rise through 
the ranks, she 
faced harassment, 
disdain, and denial 
of access to postings 
available to her 
male colleagues. It 
took great determination to overcome 
the “Women can’t do that” thinking 
that prevailed, but she earned her 
postings and fulfilled her assignments 
with such distinctions that finally, 
apologies were given - and accepted. 

By 1982, Lt. Col. Beharriell was a 
CF18 fighter pilot instructor, with 
80 hours of flying time - but still not 
allowed to become a pilot. It wasn’t 
until 1990 that the first two women 
became pilots. 

In her role in Military Intelligence, 
she has served around the world 


- in the Persian Gulf, Germany, 
Afghanistan. She was on duty in 
Colorado Springs, U.S.A., during the 
9/11 crisis, and has played a role 
in critical decision-maidng, during 
several military operations. 

Among her other Honours, Lt.- 
Col. Beharriell holds the Officer of 
the Order of Merit, and the Queen’s 
Jubilee Medal. 

Although her career blazed a trail for 


even as she has served Canada and 
Canadians well.

This isn’t the first time that Kira has had a role 
in Nutcracker. Several years ago she played a 
lamb - but this is the first time she will have a 
short solo, in addition to her appearance as a 
Courtier.

Toronto. 

Kira has been taking ballet classes since she 
was 3. In fact, says mom Benedita, she was

asking for ballet lessons. 

Kira started in 
recreational ballet, 
taking "KinderBallet" 
classes in Woodbridge, 
where the family was 
living at the time.
